Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph rejection of claim 1 was discussed. 
Mr. Parkhurst stated that the suggested temperature range could be inserted as a dependent claim, but that the 
applicants do not feel that the specification is limiting the combustible impermeable layer to combusting at only that 
temperature range. The examiner indicated that the range was taken from applicant's own specification since it was a 
clear definition of the disclosed combustibility. The examiner indicated that if applicants were to find other language to 
add to the claim in order to clarify the conditions at which the impermeable layer would be combustible, such language 
would be considered and that the temperature range may not be required . 
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
